V illagers 
using poison 
to kill 
rodents w ere today 
w arned 
that 
im proper em ploym ent of t o x i c 
potions might result in the death 
of household pets — and e v e n 
children 
The w arning was issued by Dr 
H erm an Salk, of the D esert Ani­ 
m al Hospital, following the death 
bv poisoning of a six-year-old pel 
English bulldog. 


MRS. R. C. ELLIS, of 533 Mira 
leste Court, offered a $100 erw ard 
for inform ation that would lead to 
the prosecution of the person re ­ 
sponsible 
for 
her 
pet. 
Persons 
with leads a re asked to call M rs. 
Ellis at FA 5-2750. 
But Dr. Salk. who noted t h a t 
there has been no recurrence of 
a recent w ave of anim al poison­ 
ing. said the bulldog s death was 
probably accidental 
and 
due 
to 
im proper use of rodent poison 
“ Most people have no concept 
of the potency of the v ery pow er­ 
ful rodent 
poisons.” 
D r 
S a l k 
said 
“ Many have no idea how- to 
use the poison.” 


DR. SALK POIN TED out that 
indiscrim inate use of poison, us­ 
ually scattered 
haphazardly 
out 
doors, 
m ight 
easily 
cause 
the 
death of pets or curious children 
“who 
have 
a 
habit 
of 
putting 
things in th eir m ouths ” 
T he prom inent veterinarian ad ­ 
vised poison users to seek infor­ 
m ation on th e proper distribution 
of 
toxic 
elem ents 
before 
they 
spread it around their property. 
He also called on n u rsery shops, 
principal 
sellers of the 
powerfu 
rodent killers, to instruct purchas­ 
ers in the proper use of the poi­ 
son before they deliver it into the 
hands of the buyer.

An ordinance was adopted by 
the Board of Supervisors t h i s 
week, to become effective in SO 
days, regulating speed limits In 
the Idyllwild and Pine Cove area 
The changes, suggested by Road
